KOREA 57 « PHOTOGRAPHIC ESSAY 


Having inherited my fathers fondness for taking photographs, | packed a 35 
mm camera when | departed for Korea. 


When | landed in Pusan, nothing in my vocabulary could describe conditions 
as | found them. The stench of the air and visable filth of the city and 
surrounding land telegraphed a message of caution to me. This is Asia and 
| am not sure that this is what | expected. 


On my travels in Korea, | found that it was comprised of several large cities, 
but in most cases, small villages were everywhere. Life in the village centered 
on the homes and the rice paddies. During the growing season activities 
centered on the land. Rice was the largest crop. Yet eggplant, cabbage, leek, 
soya bean and other vegetables were grown in quantity. 


Homes were constructed with a wooden frame covered with a mud, stone 
and straw composition. The living-sleeping room was heated by duct runs 
under the floor. Schooling was simple, allowing families who could afford it, 
two years education per child. Families without funds for schooling educated 
their children within the family. Sanitation and the practice of medicine 
seemed to be non-existent. 


In photographing the many aspects of life in Korea there were many problems 
with chemicals, film and temperature. Over 4,000 photos were taken and the 
negatives were hand carried to central Pa. They were placed in basement 
storage and emersed for two days by Agnes Flood waters. This salon was 
prepared from the afore-mentioned negatives.
